OUTBURSTS 


Paris, Nov. 24.—Mr. Kruger ar- 


rived in Paris at 10:40 this morning 
and was given a magnificent Decep- 
tion. The boulevards were crammed 
with vast crowd®. 


Mr. Kruger and party entered the 


train at Dijon at 6:30 a. m. His sa- 
loon cars were attached to the Train 
Be Luke from the'Riveria to Paris. 
In ®pite of the early hour, a fair num- 
ber of inhabitants assembled on the 
platform to cheer the 
departing 


statesman, 


Mr. Kruger uttered a few words of 


thanks to ttoe city for its splendid 
welcome. 


The train only stopped once en 


route, at LaRoche, where a deputa- 
tion with flags was waiting at the 
station to present Mr. Kruger with a 
warmly-worded address of admira- 
tion and sympathy for the Boer cause. 


Mr. Kruger thanked the deputation, 


through his interpreter. The crowd, 
which (was of respectable numbers for 
such a small town, gave the dis- 
tinguished traveler unstinted ap- 
plause. 


Elsewhere along the route there 


were the same scenes as yesterdiay. 
People were waiting on the sides of 
the track and on rid'ges -and other 
I«>ints of vantage. They waved their 
(bats and cheered as the train rosined 
past at the highest speed. 


Neaiing Paris these gatherings 


grew more frequent and of larger 
numbers, until the train approadhed 
the terminus, the Oare De Iiyon, here. 
Then a reimarkable spectacle wiftB pre- 
sented* (Not only thq window®, but 
the roofs of th« houses commanding 
a view of the track were covered with 
spectators. In- addition, the railroad 
employes, engineers, cleaners, (porters 
and guards, foad clambered on *he 
trains lying on th$ sidetracks and at 
the coaling platform—at every point 
where a glimpse even of only the 
train could be secured. 


This, htfwwer, was merely a fore- 


taste of the spectacle which greeted 
Mr. Krugsr's eyes rwhen the train 
steamed into the station itself, Not- 
withstanding stringent precautions 
to admit only ticket holders, a large 
assemblage filled tto station, while 
through the open, doors could be seen 
a huge concourse of people gathered 
in the court yard outside. The mayor 
and municipal councillors, a number 
of senators, deputies, army officers 
and reporters were mustered on the 
platform* 


Mr. Kruger was to have passed 


through the station hall, which 'had 
been specially arranged as a saloon 
of honor, being profusely decorated 
with flowers, and where he was to 
formally received by the mayor and 
municipal councillors, but, for some 
leason, the mayor welcomed him on 
the platform instead, and Mr. Kru- 
ger, to the great disappointment of 
those waiting in the salon of honor, 
passed out through another door to 
the front of th« station, where a pair- 
horsre landau was drawn up. 
Mr. 


Kruger entered this vehicle and was 
at once driven off for his 'hotel, amid 
enthusiastic cheering, which followed 
him along the whole route, along the 
outer boulevards, across the Place de 
la Eepublique, which was a perfect 
sea of spectators, and through the 
central boulevards. 
He arrived at 


the Hotel Scribe at 11:30 a. m. 


A large escort of mounted munici- 


pal guards rode around Mr, Kruger's 


log. When th« Boer president en- 
tered the cleared area in front of the 
hotel the demonstration was uproar- 
ious. 


Mr. Kruger, bareheaded, bowed on 


all sides, while the air was rent with 
cries of "Vive Kruger/' "Vive les 
Boers.'7 


Mr. Kruger quickly alighted from 


his carriage and entered the hotel, 
but the mass of spectators was not 
satisfied and the 
people 
shouted, 


yelled and clapped their hands in 
chorus until a window on the bal- 
cony was opened and Mr, Kruger ap- 
peared. 


Then hats were again thrown into 


the air and the shouting was resumed 
with renewed vigor. Handkerchiefs 
and flags were waved and the great* 
est enthusiasm prevailed. 


The scene before the 
hotel con- 


tinued for over an hour. A body of 
students, bearing flags, attempted to 
march past the hotel, 
but 
^wer* 


stopped. Nothing daunted, the stu- 
dents broke into cries and songs un- 
til Mr. Kruger again appeared in re- 
sponse to their demonstration, after 
which he retired for luncheon. 


A sight which stirred the feelings 


of the crowd to the utmost was the 
appearance on the balcony 
of the 


great-grandchildren of Mr. Kruger, 
waving a Boer flag*. 


The little ones were cheered to the 


echo as, held aloft by a servant, they 
unfurled the Boer colors. 


Through all this fervid 
welcome 


the anti-British sentiment did not 
appear. The cries were confined to 
plaudits of Mr. Kruger and the Boers. 


If there were any shouts opposed to 


Great Britain they were not heard in 
the tumult. So direct had been the 
warnings of the prefect of police, M. 
Lepine, to cause the arrest of per- 
sons raising anti-British shouts and 
so omnipresent were the police, that 
any person desiring to give utterance 
to anti-British sentiments would 
hardly have dared to do so, 


There was but one incident having 


any resemiblance of this sort. Oppo- 
site the hotel is an English store and 
on its balcony stood many persons. 
When Mr. Kruger appeared on the 
jalconies of the hotel someone in the 
crowd noticed that the men on the 
store balcony wore their hats. Im- 
mediately a cry of "hats off" was di- 
rected at them and the men on the 
balcony, appreciating the situation, 
uncovered, and the crowd heaved a 
great "ah" as someone cried, taunt- 
ingly, "Do you speak English?" in 
very broken English, and the affair 
was ended. 


Along the route flowers were 


thrown into Mr. Krugers landau and 
women tossed their handkerchiefs in 
his direction. 
Mr, Kruger smiled 


and regarded fwith curiosity the bal- 
onies and roofs, which were alive 
with people. 


On bis arrival at the Hotel Scribe 


Mr. Kruger was greeted on the 
threshhold with the 
Boer hymn, 


sung by the children of the Trans- 
vaal consul, to which Mr, Kruger 
listened with tears in his eyes.

Says There is No Proof of Guilty 


Action—Willful Violation of 


Law Not Disclosed. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 24.—Governor 


Boosevelt last night gave out his de- 
cision in the application for the re* 
moval from office of Mayor Bobert A. 
Van Wyck, of New York city. He 
declines to remove the mayor 6n the 
grounds that while he was undoubt- 
edly a stockholder in the American 
Ice company, there has been no proof 
that he willfully violated the law 
forbidding a public officer to be a 
stockholder in a corporation having 
dealings with his municipality. 


The governor's memorandum says: 
"The brief presented by Mr, Hayes, 


of counsel to the World, undated, but 
received in this office November 20, 
contains no additional testimony or 
indication where 
additional testi- 


mony can be obtained. The situation 
is, therefore, unchanged from what it 
was on October 4, 1900, when the at- 
torney general wrote his letter. 


"There is, therefore, as stated by 


the attorney general in his letter of 
November 23, little to add to what 
was contained in his letter, of October 
3. 


NO WILLFUL VIOLATION. 


"I concur in the attorney general's 


opinion. My judgment is that the 
so-called ice trust is not a corpora- 
tion in which the 
mayor of New 


Yoik should have stock. 
But 
no 


proof has been offered of any willful 
violation of law on the part of the 
mayor such as would justify 
the 


drastic measure of removing 
him 


from office. 
The power of removal 


from office from elective offices should 
be treated such as we treat the power 
of' impeachment. 
It is an extraor- 


dinary and not an ordinary remedy, 


"The normal remedy for bad gov- 


ernment must bo an appeal to the 
people, and only in wholly 
excep- 


tional cases is it desirable to substi- 
tute for this appeal to the people an 
appeal to the power of removal or the 
power of impeachment. The case is 
therefore dismissed."

life. 
Text: Joshua 
i., 5: Theie 


shall not any man bs able to stand 
'before thee all tihe days of thy life. 


Moses was dead. A beautiful tra- 


dition says the Lord kissed him, 
and in that act drew forth the soul 
of the dying lawgiver. He had been 
buried, only one Person At the fu- 
neral, the same One who kissed him 
But God never takes a man away 
from any place of usefulness until 
*t has some one ready to replace him. 
The X/ord does not go looking around 
amid a great variety of candidates 
to find -some one especially fitted to* 
the vacated position. He makes a 
man for 
tihat pdace. 
Moses 
has 


passed off tEhe stage, and Joshua, tne 
hero, puts1 his foot on the platform 
of history so solidly that all the ages 
echo with the tread. He was a mag- 
nificent fighter, but he always fougUt 
on the right side, and 
he 
never 


fought unless God told him to fight. 
He got liis military equipment from 
God, -who gave him the promise at 
the start: "There 
shall 
not any 


man 'be able to stand before ttliee all 
the days of thy life/* 
God fulfilled 


this promise, although Joshua's first 
battle 'was with the spring freshet; 
the next with a stone wall; bhe nex:, j 
leadin'g on 'a regiment of whipped 
cowards, wheeling the sun and tlie 
moon into his battalion, and the last, 
against the King of Terrors, Death- 
five great victories. 


A SMALL BATTLE. 


As a rule, when Iflie general of an 


army starts out in a war he would 
like to Ixave a -small battle in order 
that he may get his own courage up 
und rally Ms troops and get them 
drilled for greater connects; but tha 
first 
un'dertaifcing <xf Joshua was 


greater than the leveling- of Ft. Pu- 
laski or the 'assaitlt of Gibraltar, or 
the overthrow of the Bas-tile. It was 
tihe crossing of tihe Jordan at the 
time of the spring freshet, 
Tlie 


sniows of Ht Lebanon had just been 
melting and they pomed down into 
the valley, and the whole valley was 
a raging torrent. So the Canaanites 
stand on. one bank and they look 
across and see Joshua and the Israel- 
ites aud they laugh and say: "Aha! 
t^b,€y cannot 
disturb us until the 


freshets fall; it is impossible

The object of undei- 
taking this enormously difficult trip 
is to prove by examination of the 
highest table lands in Asia that tbat 
continent, with the rest of the earth, 
once was covered l>y a 'flood. To do 
that they will explore Pamir—the 


roof of the worM"-^that 
part of 


Asia which, perhaps next to Thibet, 
it is most difficult to penetrate. Tiie 
plateau of Pamir is about 15,000 feet 
above sea level, thus being ono of 
the most remarkable plateaus in the 
world. It is crossed by a series of 
mountain chains 4,000 or 6,000 feet 
high, and even the valleys of these 
ranges are 10,000 to 14,000 
feet 


above sea level. 


Over this trackless 
region 
Dr. 


Wright and his son will roam to find 
evidence that will prove 
that the 


c eluge covered all the earth, for the 
father, who is a professor

Oberlin theological seminary, and 
also holds the chair of relations of 
religion and science in Awtover, has 
spent Ms life in trying to show that 
science and religion have no quarrel, 
Dr. Wright is a geologist, too, and 
for many years he was an assistant 
in the work of the United States 
geological survey.

FRANK C. K'EABNS, OF THE AHEEICAN FORCE, WHITES OF 


THE WAK IN THE FLOWERY KINGDOM. 


Frank C. Keams, who has been 


serving as a clerk to General Hum- 
phrey with the United States forces 
in China during the recent troubles 
there, has written most entettaining- 
ly of conditions as >e found them 
in the Celestial kingdom. The let- 
ter is addressed to his sister, Miss 
Aedelaide Kearns, of this city, nnu 
Miss Kearns has kindly permitted 
^e Sentinel to reproduce A .part'of 
the letter as follows: 


Office of Chief Quartermaster, Di- 


visdou of China—Tien Tsin, China, 
Sept. 25, 1900—OMy Bear Sister—I 
suppose you have received my letter 
by this time and know a'bout my trip 
acrass from Son Francisco. 
*We left 


Nagasaki the 10th and arrived here 
or rather at Tong Ku the 14th. 
As 


you know Taku was our destination, 
but when we arrived there we found 
nothing but forts, and as the railroad 
was at Tong Ku, about five miles <up 
the river, we immediately proceeded 
there. 
There is not much of a town 


at Taku, but they have a splendid 
system of forts and had they beea 
properly manned could have held out 
as long as you please, as the channel 
is so -shallow that 'boats of any «i»e 
could not oome within range of the 
forts, and as the fort was armed with 
modern'Krupp -guns of all sizes they 
could have knocked the .small boats 
that could get near clear out -of the 
water. 
The Moaiocacy, one of our 


gunboats, was ilyiing between Taku 
and Tong Ku during the bomfbard- 
ment, tat as they did not do any fir* 
ing they were not molested. 


We went ashore at Tong Ku 'and 


found everything in about as mud- 
dled a condition as anything could 
well be and move. 
Almost every 


one -was sleeping on the ground or in 
little improvised huts made from 
matting, and gllfe to get that, and 
were all eatittg whatever tfhey could 
find, a can of sardines, etc., and all 
this after only three months of -cam- 
paigning, tout then Tbng iKu is the 
Ebase of supplies and help is awfully 
shoft, so every one ihad to do the 
foest they could. 


We got a shack like the rest and 


really I do not remem!ber of ever 
feeling better than 1 have the last 
two weeks since I have 'been living 
out of doors and roughing it. 
I'm 


tanned, dirty and un&haved, hungry, 
but for all that I «am getting quite 
fleshy, 
, ; 


Tong Ku certainly is a sight one 


will probatbly never see again, tthere 
are American soldiers, marines and 
cavalrymen; then -German troops, and 
I must say they are the dirtiest and 
most disreputable lot of fellows I 
ever saw, and just the opposite from 
what I expected to see; and they are 
the flower of the German army, too. 
Their equipments, heavy, I believe 
their boots would weigh ten pounds, 
and a more ungainly set of fedliows 
would be hard to imagine. 
-They 


are good soldiers though and are per- 
fect in -the manual of arms, but as 
for their fighting abilities, -from all 
I can hear, they are outclassed by the 
Japs, Americans and Engldahv 


Next to the Germans were the (Rus- 


sian infantry, and if it were possible 
they were a trifle dirtier than the 
German troops, and judging by what 
acts of cruelty I saw them do they 
are just a step removed from the 'Chi- 
nese, with the Chinese the more en- 
lightened of the 'two. 
They 
'are 


"brutes, pure and -simple; live and act 
worse than any Smite, 
Of course 


they are all of a very low order >of 
intelligence (that is if they have any 
at all), but their officers are exceed- 
ingly weH educated. Seemingly they 
speak every, language tot their own, 
but I do not blame them much, for 
it certainly is a tongue twister. 


All of the work done here is by 


coolie labor. 
ISiey get the equiva- 


lent of 15 cents of our money for a 
day of'twelve hours, and then a ra- 
tion of lice is added toy our govern- 
ment. 
I do not think the other gov* 


emments are paying that much, and 
they work them much, harder and 
longer, -and are really very cruel to 
them. 
1 never expected to see so 


much cruelty practiced as wnne of the 
soldiers do to the coolies, and it is 
wholly unnecessary, for they WDrk 
Ivard, though you must watch them, 
I saw a Russian soldier at Tong Ku 
give a boy a load to carry that must 
have weighed at 'least 200 pounds 
and because he could not possibly 
hold up under it he knocked him 
down with a club and kicked Mm off 
the wharf into the river. 
That is 


not exaggerated in the least, and it 
is not the only case I hare «een> they 
happen every day and it certainly 
makes one's blood boil; tout you 
simply cannot do <a thing, for there 
must 'be no friction between thfc gov- 
ernments, you know. 
There is no 


near so much cruelty war a» there 
was two months a-go. Then a cooli 
would get knocked into the river and 
be shot fWhen he came up. 
I was 


told by an eye witness, and I have 
not Uw ali£ht«*t reason to doubt his 
word, that when the walled city was 
ttukea a Buwian soldier came down 
;%i* *tre*t with thrw little bafeltt on 


and die of tbe 


followed 


when he wa» in a side street and no 
one was near shot him, and it surely 
served him right, 
The Russians and 


Japs killed me*,, women and chil- 
dren wherever found, and as no pris* 
oners have been talrtn by any of the 
troops you can imagine what kind of 
a war has been carried on over here 
•by the enlightened (?) nations of the 
world. 
I never felt so sorry for any 


peopde as I do for these poor heathen. 
Of course, I don't feel sorry for the 
boxers, but the people as a whole are 
not in sympathy with them, and all 
they ask is to be let alone. 
The 


boxer movement was forced on the 
Chinese by Hussia, and the expelling 
of the Christians was but an excuse 
to grab more territory. 
I am glad 


to know that the United States is 
not after any of this country, for it 
certainly will be a bone of contention 
always if it is divided up as they in- 
tend it shall be, 


After the Russians came Trench, 


Italian, Prussian and Japanese sol- 
disrs; also English 'Chinese soldiers 
from Wei Bfei Wei; then a regiment 
cf 'Welsh fusilieres, English Sikhs 
from India; all dirty, all tired and 
all perfectly willing to get into ac- 
tion ;>r go home, no difference which. 
They are all soldiers and ready for 
anything, though they don't like to 
lay arooind. 


As our headquarters were located 


).ere we remained in Tomg *Ku just 
ong enough to get all our baggage 
.nd supplies out of the steamer, and 
hen took the train, run by Russian 


far Tien Tsin. arriving here 


about 3 p. m. of the 16thf and were 
ocated in a big warehouse compound, 
put up Unts, started a mess, and are 


like soldiers and eating and 


leeping as only a soldier can. 
We 


are much more pleasantly situated 
;han I eysr expected, and we all 
work like slaves. 


I returned to'Tcng Ku the 18th to 


ovlng up a lighter of supplies. We 
:tarted back in tow of a tug. Its 
ixty miles by the river route, and 
.gainst a seven mode current you can 
magine the time we made. 
We got 


up the river about fifteen miles when 
;he tow rope broke -and we started 
back afloat on the briney deep and 
n a hostile country, one soldier on 
board for a guard, -and, of course, I 
lad a 'g-un. 


The tug itoany.sot alongside and 
•ave us two Topes, and then as it was 
so dark and'the river so narrow and 
wif t w& anchored and feed up for the 
nightt. At 10:15 I heard a gun and 
:ot up from my fbed of one blanket on 
the soft side of the iron deck of the 
ighter, and tried to locate the report. 
It didn't take long. 
Three flashes 


and then'about ten seconds later the 
reports, and we knew where we were 
uid what was happening. The Rus- 
ians and Oermans had ibeen sending 
out troops and artillery -all day at 
Tong Ku, and everyone had "been 
speculating as to 'their destination, 
and there they were. 


From all reports before and1 since 


the Chinese imperial troops, to tfhe 
number <of (between seven and eight 
thousand, had held the fort of Pei 
Tung and had offered to surrender to 
the Japs or the Americans, tout were 
refused, and the Russians and Ger- 
man's wrnited to steal a march oni the 
other powers and get a little glory 
to themselves, so , went after the 
place. 
Well they got it, in the neck, 


and it was just what I hoped for, 
when it had 'been goin>g on for about 
an hour. 


Talk about fireworks. It certainly 


was grand' and hard to realifce 'that it 
was war and that at every shot some 
poor devil was getting filled full of 
holes. 
The Russians had two bat- 


teries of six guns each, siege #uns. 
and three batteries howitzers and 
two batteries of rifles, and the Ger- 
mans had about the same, and the 
way they slammed at that old fort 
was a caution. The "Chinks answered 
just as often as they could. 
'First 


would come a flash, just like a flash 
from a trolley line when it slips, then 
(and, I timed it) in just twelve sec- 
onds came the report, an'd 'between 
the report and the first flash would 
oame the flash of the shell exploding 
in the air and over the fort. 
-They 


had the range perfectly, for the shells 
invariably Would break over where 
the flash of the Chinese guns would 
answer. 
It kept up all night and & 


part of the next day, though after 
day broke I could see nothing *r coiild 
only hear th« report. 


In passing on up the river we were 


within a mile of the fbfttteries, but 
could not «ee them <m account of the 
trees along the (bank of the river 
W course we met no one that coult 
give up any information, tyut learned 
upon our arrival 'here in the evening 
that the Germans had lost aboui 
ttanenty dead and fifty wounded, and 
the Russians a few more, and that 
they had asked for reinforcements, 
and that two regiments of English 
had gone down the river, ftjut they 
got there too late, aa tbe Chinese 
sneaked out the back way, through 
the town and got away. 
When the 


got there ail charged the 


tfort, «*d but 


Chinese .Toas iouad i& the tcnna 


and none in the* fort except dead ones, 
'As no report was made 'as to tbe 
number I cannot tell how many were 
killed. 
The troops looted the town 


and took everything of value, which 
wasn't much, for I have not *een a 
thing worth, buying since they re- 
turned. 
One Englishman got 400 


Mexican dollars, and that was -about 
all that was gotton. 


l/Mting is perfectly ligitimate with 


all the troops excepting ours, and 
some of the soldiers have thousands 
of dollars in cash and jewelry. 
I 


have Been nothing of value to buy. 
We are too late for that, as Jews from 
the Philippines and Hong Kong came 
up here and bought every thing they 
could;. 
I have seen the finest silk 


and fur garments sold for $5 a gar- 
ment when the fur alone would 'be 
worth $50. 
-But all those things 


have passed and the Jews and sol- 
diers are the only gainers. The only 
thing I have 'bought is a silver ring 
that was looted from Pekin. It has 
Chinese characters and a dragon on 
it 
Our interpreter saVs it is the 


emblem of the Imperial palace, 
I 


7aid only 50 cents for it and wanted 
it Just as 
pa relic more than for its 


value. 


I had tiie pleasure, and it is one of 


the events of my life, of serins Li 
Hung Chang. He landed at Tong 
Ku the 19th and went aboard a Rus- 
sian warship, I was within ten feet 
of him when he returned. I will 
send you a kodak picture of two 
other boys and myself standing be- 
lind his sedan chair, 
The picture 


vas taken just before he came ashore 
nd shows some of 
the 
imperial 


guard who accompanied him. Then, 


got a picture of him when he land- 
d. Just think, he is over ninety, 
nd while he is very feeble, I never 
aw a brighter eye than he has. He 
s here in Tien-Tsin now, but I have 
not seen him. 


Coming up the river was like pass- 
ng one continukl town. It certainly 
s a beautiful country. Everything 
s under cultivation and the Chinese 
;i*e as good farmers 
as the Japs. 


Some of tha finest truck gardens- I 
ver saw lined both banks of the Pei 
Ho all the way up. The houses arc 
,11 built of mud and one story, and 
re just like our adobe houses of the 
west, but are built so close together 
.nd with nrf street at all that it is 
ust like a great prairie-dow town 
ut on the level. They live just like 
ats; ten 
people in a little room 


hat . one American 
would have a 


hard time getting his trunk 
into. 


They wear very few clothes and all 
he children are naked. 
I suppose that you have read of the 
ianitary conditions here now; well, 
>elieve it all and then multiply it by 
eu and perhaps you will get a very 
aint idea of existing condition*. 
Coming up the river I saw probably 
fifty corpses in all stages of decom- 
position, 
and 
perhaps a hundred 


keletons,dogs, horses, cattle by the 
store, and in crossing the pontoon 
bridge right in front of our office 
ast evening I saw six dead Chinese 
and one Russian, 
The streets are 


airly clean, thatls, in the European 
quarter, where we are stationed, but 
hrough the walled city the filth is 
simply indescribable. We have a 
egiment up thete and it is wonder- 
ul that there is not more sickness 
,han there is. Thank goodness, we 
are away from it all. I am glad that 
winter is coming on, for that will 
mprove conditions considerably and 
one will not be so liable to sickness 
then as now. 


The European quarter is quite a 


>retty place; good, clean streets and 
quite a number of fine houses, all 
built of mud bricks and 
pressed. 


Of course, everything is topsy-turvy 
now. 
But the two houses I have 


been in I don't like the arrangement 
of at all; they are too roomy and yet 
are awfully stuffy, but probably that 
is due to the fact that all the fur- 
niture is cither broken or packed into 
one room. 
Quite a number of the 


houses, show the effect of the bom* 
bardmeut and in the native quarter 


and built- of tottki mud, and 
been in place so1 long that it is a 
solid mass of stone, and the foreign 
artillery did not hurt it in the least. 
Of course, they got a few hundred 
Chinese by throwing the shells over 
the wall, 
but when they tried to 


batter it down all those bigs shells 
could do would be to scoop out a hole 
about four feet in 
diameter and 


three or four inches deep. The part 
of the wall that the Americans took 
was the most dilapidated of all. 


I went to the arsenal yesterday for 


some supplies for the general and 
while thers the lieutenant took me 
all through. There are cannon there 
of every description, but 
mostly 


Krupp and strictry up to date; thous- 
ands of rounds of ammunition for all 
the guns and every bit of it the very 
latest pattern and all in first-clwsi 
condition. They have every make o£ 
rifle since the time of Moses, some of 
our old civil war rifles, Winchester 
carbines, Mausers, Krags and Mann- 
leichers of the 1899 pattern. One 
old Chinese gun that was used ' hero 
in this battle certainly beats any- 
thing that modern troops ever had to 
fight against. 
It is pure Chinese. 


It is supposed to be a rifle, about 
feet long, weighs a hundred pounds 
and takes three men to fire it, two 
to hold the barrel and one to pull the 
trigger. They evidently counted on 
losing- three men out of ten of tho 
ones that pulled the trigger 
and 


they must have- figured correctly. 
The thing threw a ball about the size 
of our grapeshot. When they used 
them here the Chinese mounted them 
on rickishaws and our boys thought 
they were light artillery. Guess they 
did as much execution among the 
Chinese as they did among our boys. 


Colonel Liscum, of the Ninth, who 


wan killed here, is Juried at Tong 
Ku nitd a more desolate grave you 
could hardly imagine, right out on 
the nixitl fiats; with a small board 
at the head telling who it is. Of 
course, as soon as the cold weather 
comes on the body will be removed 
to the states. 
His widow is here 


now. 


It is an interssting sight to walk 


down the streets here. 
One meets 


tvoops of every nation, and tfca neat- 
est, cleanest, best drilled and best 
behaved of all are the little Japs. 
The whole outfit are of a uniform 
slae and wear their white uniform, 


it*s kept white, too. Their caps 


are white, with a yellow band, and 
they make as soldierly appearance 
as any on the ground. Although, 
for your out and - out soldier, well 
drilled, well kept 'and comparatively 
clean, with an individuality which 
soldiers of a monarchy do not possess, 
that carry themselves as if they own- 
ed half the earth and are ready to 
dispute that fact with you, too, if 
you wi$h, then go down to the Amer- 


our storeroom across thfc river fot 
telephone, and when you consider an 
eight-mile current and the river full 
of junks dragging their anchor when 
they go through the draw, it was a 
pretty hard job. 


I put down three wires, two to 


.hold the cable and the actual cable, 
and sunk it with eight hundred 
jfcmuds of cannon ball. Don't know 
how it is going to work, as I have no 
instrument to attach, so if the thing 
.breaks before I get a 'phone all that 
Jabor will be for nothing. 


I am doing the same now as every- 


body, doing what I am told. General 
jBLumphrey went down to l*ong Ku 
today with General Chaffee, BO I am 
free for awhile, henc3 this 
letter. 


Don't know when you will 'get an- 
other.

Another thing, they 


are the 'best and most completely 
equipped army in the field. Every- 
thing that our army is supposed to 
have the Japs clo have, and when 
one thinks of their wonderful mobile 
power and the fact that 
they can 


cany a week's rations right on their 
backs, besides their other equipment, 


outside the wall is completely ruined, they make about as formidable an 
ail the houses being bombarded, and 
when the troops came into the city 
they set fire to all the native houses. 
It is the same all along the railway 
from Tong Ku here; every house in 
ruins. We passed a derailed engine 
a few miles out of the city and it 
was simply riddled with bullets. 


I have been up into the walled city 


twice on business for the general and 
have seen all of Chinatown I care 
for. 
As far as seeing anything new 


is concerned I am perfectly willing 
to movev to some other country, and 
Judging from what I can learn, that 
is, if foreign complications do, not 
arise, we will be out of here for Ma- 
nila inside of the next three months, 
but, of course, that is too far off to 
be able to tell anything definitely. 


I pasaed the battle ground of Tien- 


Tsin and could see just where the 
Americans were located, and really 
it was nothing but Providence that 
ever let one aingle American out of 
that mud hole. If the Chinese had 
only known it they had the allied 
forces whipped to a standstill, but 
they became scared and scooted, The 
Ninth infantry had mud lats to 
cross almost right up to the wall, and 
as Everything was right out in the 
open, the Chinese could easily have 
annihilated thetn; and never lost. a 
man.

They passed the Welsh regiment on 
the double and kept up the pace for 
the whole fifteen miles, 
and then 


went into action and fought

The 
Welshman said that when.they pass- 
ed his regiment they did not make 
the least bit of noise, except the oc- 
casional clank of a sabre, and every- 
one of them was going along on tip- 
toe at a pace that a, European regi- 
ment could not have kept up for 
three miles, let alone fifteen.

Paris, Nov. 24.—Mr. Kruger ar- 


rived in Paris at 10:40 this morning 
and was given a magnificent recep- 
tion. The boulevards were crammed 
with vast crowds. 


Mr. Kruger and party entered the 


train at Dijon at 6:30 a. m. His sa- 
loon, cars were attached to the Train 
De Luke from tho'-Siveria to Paris. 
In spite of the early hour, a fair num- 


- ber of inhabitants assembled' on the 


platform to 
cheer the 
departing 


statesman. 


•Mr. Krugcr uttered a few words of 


thanks to tlvs city for its splendid 
welcome. 


The train only stopped once en 


route, at LaRoche. where a deputa- 
tion -with flags was- waiting at the 
station to present Mr. Kruger with a 
warmly-worded address of admira- 
tion and sympathy for the Boer cause. 


Mr. Kruger thanked the deputation, 


•through his interpreter. The crowd, 
which twas of respectable numbers for 
such a small town, gave the dis- 
tinguished traveler unstintedi ap- 
plause. 


Elsewhere along the route there 


were the same scenes as yesterday. 
People were waiting on the sides1 of 
the track and on- ridges 'and other 
points oE vantage. They waved their 
Hints and cheered as the train rushed 
past at the highest speed. 


Wearing Paris these 
gatherings 


p-rew more frequent and of larger 
numbers, until the train approached 
the terminus, the Gare De Lyoii, here. 
Then a remarkable spectacle was pre- 
sented. -Not only the windows, but 
the roofs of the houses commanding 
ti view of the track were covered with 
spectators. In addition, the railroad 
employes, engineers, cleaners, porters 
and guards, 'had clambered on the 
trains lying on .the sidetracks and at 
the coaling platform1—at every point 
where a glimpse even of only the 
train could be secured. 


Tills, ho'wever, was mei'ely a fore- 


taste •of the spectacle which greeted 
Mr. Krugerrs eyes (when the train 
steamed into the station itself. Not- 
withstanding stringent precautions 
to admit only ticket holders, a large 
assemblage filled the station, while 
through the open doors could be seen 
a huge concourse of people gathered 
in the court yard outside. The mayor 
and municipal councillors, a number 
of senators, deputies, 'army officers 
mill reporters were mustered on the 
platform. 


Mr. Kruger was to have passed 


through the station hall, which -had 
been specially arranged as a saloon 
of honor, being profusely decorated 
•with flowers, and where he .was to ba 
formally received by the mayor and 
municipal councillors, but, for same 
reason, the mayor welcomed him on 
the platform, instead, and Mr. KTU- 
ger, to the great disappointment of 
those waiting in the salon of honor, 
passed out through another door to 
the front of the station, where a pair- 
horse landau was drawn up. 
Mr. 


Kruger entered this vehicle and was 
at once driven off for his 'hotel, amid 
enthusiastic cheering, which, followed 
him along the whole route, along the 
outer boulevards, across the Place de 
la Republique, which was a perfect 
sea of spectators, and through the 
central boulevards. 
He arrived at 


the Hotel Scribe at 31:30 a. m. 


A large escort of mounted munici- 


pal guards rode around Mr. Kruger't, 
carriage.

Kruger reached the central portion oi 
the city the sidewalks were blocked

Mr. Kruger quickly alighted from 


his carriage and entered the hotel 
but the mass of spectators was no 
satisfied and the

cony was opened and Mr. Kruger ap- 
peared. 


Then hats were again thrown into 


tlie air and the shouting -was resumed 
with renewed vigor. Handkerchiefs 
and flags were waved and the great- 
est enthusiasm prevailed.

great-grandchildren of Mr. Kruger, 
waving a Boer flag. 


The little ones were cheered to the 
cho as, held aloft by a- servant, they 
infurled the Boer colors. 
Through all this fervid

ONLY ONE DEFEATED CANDIDATE FOR THE PRESIDENCY * 


*> 


GAVE UP PURSUIT OF THE OFFICE. 
t 


William J. Bryan is the first man 


in our political history that has been 
defeated twice in succession as the 
presidential 
candidate 
of ft great 


party. It is largely assumed today 
that such an unprecedented rejection 
by his countrymen will bring his 
public career to a clc«e. Aside from 
the fact that Bryan is only 40 years 
old and that he may reasonably look 
forward to twenty years of activity, 
it is not usual that a defeat for the 
presidency has put an cud to the 
public life of even older men who 
have been unsuccessful in the race. 
With the exception of Horatio Sey- 
mour it 
would not be possible to 


name a defeated presidential candi- 
date of any great party who, long 
surviving the electiion, has not takeu 
up, or who has not struggled to keep 
himself 
conspicuous 
in the public 


eye. 
As n rule the defeated have 


taken their defeats gracefully and in 
good temper, although John Adams, 
when he was unsuccessful as a can- 
didate for re-election, stretched his 
power almost up to the last midnight 
uf his term to -tie the hands of Jeffer- 
son, his successor. He could not even 
stay in Washington when JefEerson 
was inaugurated, but petulantly be- 
took himself out of the national cap- 
ital rather than -witness the triumph 
of his successful rival. 


BURR'S REVOLUTION. 


Anron Burr, whose electoral vote 


was th/a same as Jefferson's—causing 
the election to be carried into 
the 


houso of representatives—suffered the 
most ignominious downfall that has 
ever overtaken a defeated candidate 
for the presidency. His shooting- of 
Alexander Hamilton in the famous 
duel clouded him 
with an odium 


which in time he might have over- 
come. 
But when he found that he 


had become too unpopular to be con- 
sidered soon again for the presidency 
ihe embarked on 
that 
daring- er- 


rand of conspiracy by 
-which 
lie 


Hoped to establish, a southwestern 
empire of 'his own at "New Orleans. 
Ostracised "iind living on the ragged 
edges of poverty during most of the 
r.est of his long1 life, be died with 
the reputation of a vicious and shab- 
by old reprobate. 
Charles 
Cotes- 


worth Pinckiiey, of whom it was said 
after his defeat for the presidency 
that his love of .honor -was greater 
than his love of power -and deeper 
tlian 
!1*ir* love of self, offered a not- 


able contrast to Burr, and was a dis-, 
tiiiguished figure to the close of his 
days. 
Xtufus King was an eminent 


member of the United States senate, 
as well as subsequently a minister 
to the Court of St. James, after he 
had passed into the category of re- 
jected aspirants -for the presidency. 
DeWdtt Clinton, who in. his active 
day was second to no American IE 
reputation as a public man, won even 
greater didstlnction than might have 
come to him had he been elected to 
thevpr&iiideiicy. As governor of New 
York he built a monument that even 
yet keeps hia memory fresher than 
that of some presidents—the Erie 
canal. 


CALHOUM AND WEBSTEB. 


John Quiiicy Adams, after he suf- 


fered liis defeat for re-election, be- 
gan that long- career in the house of 
representatives which some of liis 
admirers have regarded as the proud- 
est period of his life. Honry Clay, 
although he was a candidate at the 
polls in three presidential elections— 
but 110 two of them successively— 
did-not finally surrender his ambi- 
tion until he was past three-score 
and ten and on the verge of the 
grave; and some of his most iitoable 
acts as a public man took place in 
the United States senate ater his 
last rejection by the people in 1844. 
Webster, who never received a pres- 
idential nomination from a national 
party nnd who WR3 never voted for 
except in an incidental way in the 
divided opposition, to Van Buren's 
first 
campaign, 
suffered 
perhaps 


more of the pnngs- of disappointed 
ambition than auy other man. that 
has ever aspired to -the presidency. 
The same mortification is sometimea 
popularly credited to Calhouu, and 
there is no doubt that the canker ac 
times was in his heart. But it is n 
curious fact that with, all of Cai- 
houn's eminence during more than 
thirty years he was at no time able 
to obtain even a nomniatioii for the 
office. 


Van Buren was an overwhelmingly 


defeated candidate for 
re-election, 


but during many years afterward he 
wielded a powerful influence over o 
portion of the 
democratic party. 


Only the adoption of the two-thirds 
rule prevented him from becoming 
the candidate of his party for n third 
1 iina and .his. candidacy- as *':free 
sailer four years later .was.-an .-epoch- 
making- event-in tho antirslav^ry tig- 


itaiton, although ho 
subsequently 


became n democrat in full standing. 
It was Van Buren's free soil candi- 
dacy in 1848 that placed a barrier 
to General Lewis Cass in the race 
for the presidency with General Tay- 
lor. 
But Cass continued to cherish 


an 'ambition to be made president, 
was 'Sent to the United States senate, 
and finally rounded out his career 
as Buchanan's secretary of state. 


It is said that General Scott, al- 


most on the eve of a defeat which was 
so crushing that it -broke up his 
party, believed that he himself was 
so popular that he would surely be 
elected to the presidency. 
He was 


afterward able as lieutenant general 
to gratify his love'of public glory 
down to the time-when his waning 
physical «nd men'tal powers caused 
him to be sent out of active service. 
His defeatfortlie.presidency hnd "been 
a source of some vexation to his 
vanity, which 
he 
soon recovered 


from. 
For it is doubtful, egotistic 


as he ws, whether he ever again 
gave the slightest thought to the 
presidency, as no else ever did after 
1852 in connection with his nnine. 


FRBMONT'S FUTURE. 


•Fre,=monr. the first republican can- 


didate for the office, struggled for 
many years after his defeat to win 
success both as -a, politician and a 
soldier; but he was a complete fail- 
ure hi both roles, and was always 
unable to revive the sentimental in- 
terest which he had inspired as the 
'•Young; Pathfinder." He became of- 
fensive among the irritating critics 
and opponents of Lincoln, even £o- 
lug EO far as to become au indepen- 
dent candidate against him in ISC'!. 
Stephen- A. Douglas was one of the 
defeated candidates for 
the presi- 


dency who felt -the iron enter their 
souls. 
He alone offers 
to Bryan 


eomchtiug like n parallel in the tre-. 
mendous energy of his personal can- 
vass oa the stump when, he contend- 
ed with Lincoln on the one side and 
John 0. Breckinridge ou the other, 
and John Bell in his rear. The "Lit- 
tle Giant's" life lasted only a few 
months after liis defeat; he passed 
away a victim of unsteady habits; 
but had he lived longer the political 
history of tho war for the union 
might have turned on largely differ- 
ent lines with the influence which 
he had over JITS devoted personal fol- 
lowing throughout the north. Gen- 
eral McClellan came out of liis pres- 
idential campaigns with an abiding- 
popularity in the hearts of the dem- 
ocratic soldiers, but "Little Mac" 
censed to be regarded by the politic- 
ians as available for presidential pur- 
poses. The general succeeded in be- 
coming governor of New Jersey in 
1878, but he Tvas not a man whose 
temperament fitted him for political 
life, althoug.h there was much dis- 
appointment among his veteran, ad- 
mirers when Cleveland declined to 
make him secretary of w..ir, a place 
for which, 
he was peculiarly well 


fitted. 


GREELEY DIED OF CHAGKRIN. 
No presidential candidate has ever 


been defeated who had more of thr 
respect of liis opponents than. Horace 
Greeley. His dsatli within three or 
four weeks of his defeat was the se- 
quel of overwork, domestic sorrow, 
and a broken mind. The honest soul 
of the old editor was cruelly wound- 
ad as he saw himself deserted politi- 
cally by men who had been his com- 
rades in public life, and who now 
denounced or caricatured him as unfit 
for the presidency. He valued the 
good will and esteem of his country- 
men iwith that earnestness which 
only a pure man of his mold can feel, 
and he suddenly saw himself jeered 
at and abusad everywhere as if lu- 
were -a simpleton or .1 knave. 
He 


forecasted r. new career in journal- 
ism devoted -to industry, science and 
the useful arts rather than to parti- 
san politics. When the electoral col- 
lego met he was in his grave. 


TILDKN'S HARD LUCK. 


Samuel J. Tildeu faced the most 


exasperating presidential defeat in 
our 'history—a quarter.of r* million 
popularity returned for him and au 
electoral majority of one returned 
against him—with the mildness and 
forbearance of a physically weak 
nature. He craved a second nomina- 
tion in 1880—and intrigued for it 
with all his matchless dexterity as a 
manipulator. 
Before his death he 


had been eclipsed by the new shadow 
of Cleveland as it quickly spread over 
the land, and he died with most of 
his popularity in the campaign of 
1876 exhausted. 
Had Tildeu been 


a man of coarser fibre, like his pupil, 
David B. Hill, for 
instance, the 


country would hardly have escaped 
fhQ presidential crisis of that year 
without^, a .civil .war. 
His .co-mate; 


in,. New"Xork .politics, Horatio Soy-' 


mour, was the only men in civil life 
who, 
after being defeated for the 


presidency, has evev resolutely de- 
clined to have anything to do with 
the oftlce again, and lived thence- 
forth the life of a tranquil -scholar. 
General Haucock. showed something 
of the samo serene spirit as a soldier 
when 'he was borne down by Garfiela 
twenty yeans ag-o, accepting his -fate 
without a murmur, and retiring: to 
his military post like the gallant 
gentleman -that he was. 
"When Mi-. 


Blair-a came out of the prolonged ex- 
citement which followed the uncer- 
tainty of the New York election of 
1884 he seemed to come to the con- 
clusion that it -was his fate to be an- 
other Henry Clay. He gave himself 
up to the completion wf his "Twenty 
Years cf Congress" in his 
retire- 


ment, but the presidential dream 
never left him; liis name figured 1» 
two or more convenitons, but his 
political career came to an end hi hi? 
disruption with Harrison when lie 
resigned his place as secretary of 
state. 


VON WALDERSEE'S WIFE 


The wife of Count Von Waldersee. 


commanding the German forces in 
China, ds, as most people know, an 
American woman. She -was a Miss 
Lee, of New York, tha daughter of a 
wealthy merchant. Two years after 
the death of her firs'!; 'husband, Piince 
Frederick of Schleswig-Holstein, sin 
was led to the altar by Count Von 
Waldersse.

of Bismarck the emperor has not al- 
lowed the political ambitions of thr 
couple to revive. Ho has, however, 
shown himself desirous of giving the 
general -high advancement in the 
army and new opportunities.

THE STARS HAVE TIDES 


Ebb and Flow of Gemini's Tidal 


Waves Can Be Perceived from 
the Earth at Intervals. 


One of' Jie most surprising results 


that repent scientific advance has to 
^how is the existence in some of the 
^tars of tides so enormous that their 
effects are perceived even at the vat 
distance which separates them from 
the earth, -writes Garrett P. Serviss In 
the Chicago American. The discov- 
ery was made by Professor Campbell 
at the Lick Observatory. 
One stai 


in particular, in the constellation 
Gemini, appears to have its atmos- 
phere and the molten or vaporous 
aubstance of its globe heaved up m 
immense tidal waves at intervals of 
about forty hours. 


Of course, no tide can be produced 


without the presence close by of a 
second star whose attraction causes 
the unheaval. This 
second star, 


however, is totally invisible. It re- 
veals itself only 'by the tide which 
it produces. Its existence is proved 
merely by the effect of its attraction, 
and that in turii is made evident 
only "by the shifting of the spectral 
lines In the light of the visible star. 


The wonder of astronomy can go 


no further. 
To : such a marvel as 


this lias the new science of spectro- 
scopy grown. We stand upon the 
earth, and, viewing the light of a 
star "whose distance is so great as to 
ha virtually immeasurable, we de- 
tect the -play of tides in that star, 
and those tides tell us of the exist- 
ence of another unseen star there 
whose orbit and the curve represent- 
ing1 whose varying motions the as- 
tronomer proceeds to draw as confi- 
dently as if they pertained to some- 
thing actually -within tench of his 
hand. 


This discovery is interesting in an- 


other way. It helps to establish UK 
Cnct that gravitation extends to and 
governs among: 
the most distant 


stars. 
That fnct has 
occasionally 


been questioned. But when we fina 
two stars not only revolving- around 
cue another in the same manner in 
which the earth nml the moon form 
a revolving pair, but also producing 
tides by their mutual attraction, we 
can hardly reach any other conclu- 
sion than that the energy producing 
their ^notion is the same as that 
which binds the earth .ind the mooc 
and the sun and the earth together. 


But this makes gravitation itself 


all the more marvelous. No one har 
ever succeeded in explaining how thr 
moon, at a distance of only 240,000 
miles, can exert a pulling force Upon 
the earth without any physical con- 
uection between them. 
Everybody 


can understand a push, but a pull 
./itboiit 
a 
string, 
or something 


equivalent to a string, is inconceiv- 
able. 
Yet the doctrine of gravita- 


tion requires us to believe that be 
tweeu the earth and the moou, where 
empty space yawns, a mighty pull 
oxists. 
How much, more incredible 


this seems when WP extend the same 
law across the Illimitable spaces oc- 
cupied by the stars, and when we 
are required to believe that thost 
stars not merely pull one another 
about and raise tides in their yield- 
ing substance, but extend their at- 
tratcion 
to the sun and he his to 


them. 


•But even while this discovery of 


tides among the stars is adding its 
quota of mystery to the doctrine of 
gravitation a light "begins to gleam 
upon the latter. It comes from that 
source which has yielded so much 
unexpected illumination in the past 
five years—electrical investigation. 
It was long ago shown that gravi- 
tation could be accounted for if it 
could 'be proved that space is filled 
with an invisible elastic medium, 
the so-called ether, whose density 
either increases or decreases as we 
move away from a particle of mat- 
ter. 
The attainment of this proof 


appears to have been rendered pos- 
sible within the past year by Pro- 
fessor J. J- Thompson's discovery 
that atoms are composed of much 
smaller particles, called corpuscles, 
each of 
which carries 
an electric 


charge. By mathematical reasoning 
Professor &. A. Fess^nden has shown 
that on the basis of the new electri- 
cal corpuscular theory of matter pre- 
cisely such variation of density and 
consequent stresses 
of the 
ether 


must be produced as are required to 
explain 
the 
a pparen t. attrac tion 


called gravitation. 


Thus science leaps from the small- 


est to the greatest—from an electric 
corpuscle, so small that at least n 
thousand like it are required to com- 
pose a single specimen of that incon- 
ceivably minute spec called an atom, 
to stars so mighty that our great 
sun is but a rushlight beside them, 
and so remote that a flight of a thou- 
sand million miles would be only 
as the stride of an insect in their di- 
rection. Surely such science as this 
ia.-thp most convincing of .all proofs!

Christian era the average duration 
of life was said io "be three 
score 


years and ten. This would make

at 
thirty-five. 


Dante considered that year the mid- 
dle of life's arch, and 
Montaigne. 


speaking for himself 
at the same 


period of life, considered 
his real 


work practically ended and proved 
that he thought ha was growing old 
by falling into the reminiscent age. 


At the present time fifty years is 


considered as middle ngc. Iu the 
days of the rex-olutioiiary war promi- 
nent meu tit that time were looked 
upon as old at fifty years. We are 
justified in supposing that the span 
of human life will be prolonged in 
the future because the possibility of 
living to au older age has been de- 
monstrated by the great 
advances' 


made in medicine and hygiene during 
the past ten years. 


We have attained a vast amount of 


knowledge as to the causes of disease 
md new remedies for their success- 
ful treatment have been discovered. 
We Imve no new diseases, at least, of 
any serious character, and, we arc. 
better able to treat the old 
ones, 


which, like old foes, 
appear to u'j 


with new faces. 


One of the most interesting and 


trustworthy statements in respect to 
old age is the report of the habits of 
centenarians, made some years ago 
by a commission appointed -by the 
British Medical association, 
"With- 


out going into particulars of the dif- 
ferent cases, it is valuable to note, 
generally, the result of this investi- 
gation. 


It seems that most of these old 


people were small or 
medium of 


stature and of spare habit of body. 
The voice was rarely feeble. Most 
.)f them had lost their teeth, but near- 
ly all of them enjoyed good digestion, 
one old man 
of 
ninety-eight, 
a 


clergyman, placing his hand on the 
organ in question and saying that 
he never knew what it wns to have a 
stomach. 
Nearly all of them had 


enjoyed uninterrupted good 
health 


inrf many had never known what it 
wus to be sick. 


They were all very 
moderate in 


eating, most of them using little ani- 
mal food. 
Few indulged at all in 


intoxicating drinks and those only 
iu notable moderation. 
They took 


considerable outdoor 
exercise 
and 


nearly all possessed 
the good-na- 


tured, placid disposition.

MAN AND WHAT HE EATS 


EVOLUTION OF MANKIND TRACEABLE TO THE KIND OF 


FOOD EATEN— SOME PRACTICAL THOUGHTS. 


4-** ************************* ********* 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 


The earliest races lived largely on 


mollusks, because these 
creatures 


were most easily caught by them in 
sufficient quantities. 
In fact, they 


could overmaster very few forms of 
animal life. Some races drifted into 
shepherd life and flesh eating, while 
others by exigency of position be- 
came gardeners and lived upon vege- 
table matter. Others followed a rov- 
ing life ,nourlshed themselves main- 
ly on berries and roots, with possibly 
locusts and wild honey. 
This dis- 


tinction in food so sharply differen- 
tiated the early races 
that 
their 


teeth were shaped to the food that 
was eaten. Two of the earlier races 
had teoth that shut sharp together, 
adapted for grinding vegetable mat- 
ter rather than cutting or tearing 
flesh. There is no reason why such a 
race mig-ht not again be evolved by 
the use of specific food. 


Henry Osborn tells us that "A care- 


ful study of our development and re- 
versionary organs demonstrates that 
man is now in a state of evolution 
hardly less rapid thanthatwhichpro- 
duced the modern horse from his five- 
toed ancestors." He says that man 
has been made by the food that he 
has eaten, and that tihe modern man 
"could have been invented only by 
using knife nnd fork.'' 


Herbert Spencer considers the nar- 


rowing of our lower jaw a special 
feature of civilization. Howard Col- 
lins finds the mass of the jaw, com- 
pared to the skull, 
one-ninth less 


than^In tho case of the earlier British 
people and one-half less than in the 
Australian. The knifeless and fork- 
less races, says Osborn, have cut the 
wisdom tooth long before it is cut in 
civilized races nnd as n rule tliey 
have a surplus molar tooth. The re- 
duction of the size of the jaw is go- 
ing on faster than the reduction of 
tho number of teeth. 
This is sup- 


posed to be owhij? to the excessive 
use of the brnin, as well as in part 
due to the i'act that our food requires 
le=s use oi.' the jaws. Prof. Cope es- 
timated that there would be, of neces- 
sity, a loss of more teeth from the 
jaw of civilized man and the neces- 
sary use of more soft food. "In fact, 
our carnivorous habits must be aban- 
doned altogether after n few more 
generations." 


The reduction in the number of our 


teeth seems to have begun at a very 
early stage in our evolution. It was 
under way in the progenitor of man. 
The full complement would be three 
incisor teeth and four premolars in 
each jaw. 
This has como down to 


two of each in each jaw. So that 
man, loked at from the purely struc- 
tural standpoint, is in process of de- 
generation. 
Osborn says: "Man is 


a degenerate animal. His senses are 
inferior in acuteneas; his upright po- 
sition, while giving him n superior 
aspect, entails many disadvantages; 
his feet are not superior 
to lower 


plantigrades; his teeth are mechani- 
cally far inferior to those of the do- 
mestic cat." The man 
of 5,000 


years hence will be as decidedly un- 
like us as the races of today differ 
from, the ancient Egyptians, 
The 


negro, the Chhmmnn. the 
Eskimo, 


the American are radically 
unlike 


products from a single origin. This 
divergence is so great that they are 
not subject to 
common 
diseases, 


while each one is proof against dan- 
gers that assault others. 
This is 


traceable in large degree to the foods 
used for 
continuous generations. 


Food controls the emotions, and the 
emotions mold the b'ody. 
Looking 


ahead %ve may foresee races greatly 
modified by the voluntary selection 
of food, directed by the increasing 
knowledge of nutrition and the gen- 
eral laws 
of physiology. 
Grosser 


races, if for no other reason, must 
die out. 


Will the higher races move on con- 


tinuously on the same lines of evo- 
lution as at present? We find that 
the law of use aud disuse is capable 
of increasing find decreasing 
any 


given power. Finding that we are 
losing our teeth by disuse, we may 
and probably will reverse the ten- 
dency. But if we grunt the contrary, 
that our broths and mushes must 
continue to displace foods that call 
the full force of the jaw into action 
for mastication, then Cope must be 
right, that the future man will exist 
with narrowing jaws 
and 
fewer 


teeth. 
At last the milk teeth will 


have no successors. If the cutting 
teeth are not needed they -will fail 
to appear; so also with tho grinders. 
While we eat leas meat we are eating 
far more fruit. It is impossible for 
science to forecast the 
increasing 


changes in diet and their resultant- 
upon the human framework.'1'.' 


Nothing 
more 'remarkable* iia'a 


•taken place during the nineteenth 
century than the change of man, 
from 
carnivorous to 
frugivorous 


habits. Nearly all 
our 
delicious 


fruits -are of very recent origin, or at 
least recent introduction 
to use. 


Strawberries were rarely cultivated 
until within a little over half a cen- 
tury. 
The fruit stock of a fanner 


was confined to currants, apples, 
plums and cherries. It would be im- 
possible to persuade people to uso 
the choice pears of 100 years ago. 
They would be rejected 'as unfit for 
cooking. Forty years ago a carload 
of grapes glutted 
the 
N"ew York 


market. 
Today the use of tropical 


fruits is universal, not only with the 
wealthy, but witfh the poorer classes. 


So far a high degree of civilization- 


has proved most easy in connection 
with plants that yield abundant focd 
for a moderate outlay of labor, allow- 
ing a large degree of leisure and re- 
lief from intense anxiety. The veiy 
large increase of edible fruits, with- 
out any large increase in the supply 
of animal food, marks the present 
stage of anim'al evolution. The uro 
of berries has doubled every five- 
years since 1860. The poorest d'ay 
laborer enjoys his pineapples. It is 
probable that the twentieth century 
will carry us forward more rapidly 
on the same lines of development. 
Farming has become an impossibil- 
ity ou the old line. It hns become 
imperative for the agriculturalist to 
bestow a part of his attention on fru'.-fi 
growing. 


The Multhusian law is fairly well 


disproved. The indications are that, 
with all the increase of population, 
we can easily keep up with the focd 
supply for several centuries to com?. 
We can utilize at least one-fourth 
more of the vegetable world for nour- 
ishment. In France the purslane, 
which grows so luxuriously over our 
continent, is eaten as a luxury. The 
common milk weed affords a delici- 
ous dish when properly cooked. 
In 


fact, there is hardly o. known weed 
that cnn not in some way contribute 
to our sustenance. 
The abhorred 


locust of Kansas has been pronounced 
a truly vegetable article of food. TJie 
test was made by the entomologist 
Bilcy, with a corps of intelligent in- 
vestigators. The prejudice that lends 
people to "starve in the presence of 
unlimited food is irrational. 
A re- 


cent article in a New York jouni'al 
tells us that the little sand hoppers 
that are known ns scavengers along 
the ocean beach are fully equivalent 
as an article of food to the mollusks. 
They keep at the very edge of 1-ho 
surf, 
where every receding 
wave 


leaves some-tilling for their consump- 
tion. They are caught always at 
night by the aid of a lantern, offer- 
ing- an abundance of food which has 
heretofore been supposed to be ur.flt 
for human beings. 
A scientist cf 


note tells us that we have hardly b?- 
gun to draw on the ocean for what we 
need. "The quantity of fish that v:o 
yearly catch seams enormous, but it 
is only a few drops taken from tho 
depths. We may exhaust the supply 
of whales, and other monsters, but 
the ocean fox thousands upon thou- 
sands of years will defy us to affect 
its fecundity. 
Taking the iiicieasn 


of mankind into account, we mny not 
necessarily alarm ourselves as to the 
future supply of food." 


Are we likely to learn any exact nrfc 


of economy in the production of our 
foods, and in the preparation of thsm 
for the dietary? 
Certainly not, a-i 


long as nine-tenths of the people are 
ashamed of economy. Cur 
social 


scientists agree that "an eighth to a 
tenth of the actual nutriments of tho 
food that we use are rejected in the 
wastes of the table and kitchen.'* 
Will the palare guide the future in-ii 
in eating or will the brainP That is, 
will unconscious will or conscip-.o 
will do it? At present most pespio 
have no other guide but appetite—-A 
craving that involves instinct •with- 
out reason. Yet there is a logic.o£ 
the appetite, and the best cooking:, 
which is also the safest 
economy, 


must in fche long- run. be adjusted to 
please the palate. 


We shall never fail to be interested 


in the prospect of a longer life. 
A 


close association of food with health, 
vigor -and tenacity of constitution, 
will 'be appreciated the more they ara 
understood. 
To tamper with tiio 


marvelous machine by which we llv* 
and have power and pleasure will by 
and by be held to be abhorent. The 
lengthening of life must go on as it 
has gone on,. 
There is no known 


reason why the tum'an mechanism, 
if managed with reason, may not run 
on to a century and a half or even 
more of years. 
"We are ertainly on

The scientists of the Smitlis'cmiiui 


Institution who were sent to Cuba 
for -the.purpose of collecting speci- 
mens of the r'nuna and flora of the 
inland have made some n'otablc finds. 
They have also met with some extra- 
ordinary adventures. 
The following 


is the account, given 'by Mr. /William 
Palmer, who led the expedition, and 
who 1ms just returned. - Mr. Palmer 
says: 


"Our natural history exploration 


was vestvicte'd to western Cuba. 
made a camp at Pinar del 'Rio. in the 
province oE the same name, iun.1 from 
there made trips into the mountains 
and to the coast. 
Next we went to 


San Diego de los BaTios, using- that 
pla'ce as n base nf operations in the 
same way; thence to Gxiannjny, and 
from there along- the. north coast 
westward. 
Finally --we visited -the 


saut-li coast, of Havana province and 
the Isle of Pines. 


• 
"We 
brought 
the 
jjreat lizards 


alive frcni the Isle of Pines to Ha- 
vana and shipped them to Washing-- 
ton in boxes grass lined. A number 
of snakes were'forwarded in the s.ime 
way, but done up In cotton bag's in- 
si'dc o'f the 'boxes, the 'main itlca in 
••transporting- such animals being-..to 
avoid nibbing'. 
Thirty-two little 


crocodiles, too, we secured alive, and 
fifteen of them are. now at the Zoo- 
logical yjxrk here, where they will 
doubtless grow up in the course cf 
time and furnish a cheerful attrac- 
tion. 


"Of the big1 lizards called jgunnas 


we got two fine specimens, one three 
feet long1 and the other half a foot 
longer. I am going- to k'ill the larger 
one and make a cast from it, a-ftei'7 
ward painting- the cast to imitate life 
(is closely ns 'possible, with the help 
of -the smaller one for a -model. 
The 


latter may then go to the Zoo, In 
Caba one finds these reptiles crawling1 


iVbout on the ground in the -woods, 
where they subsist on leaves and 
•fruits.. 


"They are ex-tremely fierce, and the 


big ones can 'bite very severely. Those 
I caught were taken -with n. noose of 
string on. the end of a pole. 
I kept 


a piece of cord bandy in my -pocket, 
and wlien -I came across one of the 
creatures I made a noose, attached it 
to the end'o'f a stick and approached 
the iguana cautiously. 
'As soon, ns 


I had the noose over its head •! gave 
a jerk. and. so had 'it dangihig. 
It 


was easy enough then to imprison it 
in a box. 
-Down in. Cuba they eat 


the big iguanas, and because they are 
eaten so 'much they have 'become rare. 
Snakes used likewise to be abundant 
on the island, 'but -during the recent 
war the starving people o.te them. up. 


"Cuba is'a great place for bats, and 


we had some exciting times catching 
them. 
There are more thVm thirty 


species 'of-' these winged aiiainmals on 
the island, and we secured about fif- 
teen species, some 
of which, were 


hithento unknown. 
One species has 


been known only iljy a single -type 
specimen.t hi the Berlin museum, but 
we ibrought -back a complete series to 
illustrate it, comprising1-both SPXCS— 
adults and young ou.es. 
Some of the 


Cubans bats have very lang tails and 
others surprisittgly short itails, while 
others yet liave no tails a-t all. 
Some 


species Imvc sharp .teeth ami live mi 
insents, like our own bats, -while oth- 
ers, with stunvpy teeth^arc fruit eat- 
DVS. 
. 
.

. ' 


. *'Wc got most of 'our ibats in dry 
caves iu the mountains, but in order 
to obtain, a certain rare white ipudes 
we were o'blig-e;l to go into a cavern a 
hundred -Feet under ground, where is 
was wet ami terribly hat. 
The pas- 


sage we went through -first descend- 
ed, then ascended, and again, descend- 
ed, having a form like '(hat of a 
siphon. 
In a chamber- at the cuvvs 


of the -siphon, in .the high par-t of the 
passage, we found the 'bats at least 
10,t)UO of them, I should judge. The 
smell was horrible and the perspira- 
tion ran from, us in streams. 


"Perhaps the most interesting ani- 


mals-we found were huge rats, of a 
kind which attfain when full grown a 
weight of eighteen, pounds and a 
Icivgtli of three feet, 'including the 
tail. 
.The biggest one we got, how- 


over, weighed only ten pounds. -These 
rodents live chiefly on the bark cf 
certain tnees. 
-They 'belong to the" 


genus Capromys, and. -though sure 
en'ough rats in.a.popular sense, they 
are more nearly related to the guinea 
Pifr 


"We -lite a great many of .them, not 


because -we found -them very appetiz- 
ing, but for the reason -that they were 
the only fresh meat we could obtain. 
Sometimes we cooked them-ourselves, 


1 and sometimes we turned them over 


to a Cuban native, who was always 
glad to get them, and dined with 
him. 
The flavor of the meat is pecu- 


liar, and not very nice; it was a bit 
repulsive a,t the start, but we got 
•used 'to it. 


"There are two species of .these ro- 


dents in western Cuiba, and they, are 
known to the. natives (as 'liutias.' 
Bttth £WjI<Bfti ^^a«V!9»tttxJJ^r 
smaller <me is -almost entirely Jm> 
TMveal. «vnd line a prehensile 'tail, by 
which it Jiangs from a hong-h like a 


monkey. 
Americans on the island 


usually mistake .the animal for a 
monkey. 
TJie larger species lives 


mostly among1 rocks'. 


"We hunted 
the 
creatures with 


dogs, caught them in traps, and shot 
them in the trees. 
Sometimes the 


'dogs would tree one and it-would run 
j-nto a hole in the hunk. 
Then v.-e 


would send a Cuban up to make the 
hole bigger, and eventually the ani- 
mal would be dug out with a nia- 
diets.. 
Wo g-ot ono albino hutin, 


which was quite a no-table freak. The 
mango swamps along- t'he coast are 
full cf these big1 rodents. 


"Barring the bats, .there are only 


four species of mammals in Cuba. 
Two of these we found hi the western 
part -of the island—namely, the -two 
kind's cf hutias, both of which nave 
long '.Mils. 
In eastern Cuba there is 


one species of 'hutia that lias no tail 
at all, and also iu that part of the 
country occurs the solcneclon, which 
is a very odd sart of a 'be'ast, repre- 
senting* an extremely ancient type of 
animal found only iruCnbn and Ilf.iti, 
and 
nowhere el^e in 
the world, 


though it has a rclfittve in 'Mi'da'g' 
car. 
It. is related to the moles and 


shrews, feeds 0:1 insect;. Jives under 
roo.ts and rocks, and looks somewhat 
like an opossum, with a white face 
and long whiskers. 


"We brought 'back a good many in- 


teresting "birds. 
There are abou 


350 species of birds known, in Cuba, 
and of these .perhaps one-half belong 
there, while the other half are mi- 
grants, spending only a part cf their 
time on the island. 
Same of the na- 


tive birds are gorgeously colored—as, 
for example, those cf a genus of tro- 
gon, which'is confined L'a Cuba. 'These 
trogons make their nests in holes in 
trees, and pl got one cf their eg'gs out 
of a hole in a tree thai, grew in salt 
water. 
The 'tody," 'of a family that 


is close to -the kingfishers, is Fulfill, 
but adorned, with ''Gathers of rose. 
red and green. 
Sevei'al species o; 


woodpeckers are likewise very 'bril- 
liant. 


"Cuba has a robin that is bigger 


than ours and a good singer. 
'Also 


there is a kind of quail, darker in 
color and niuch more (brilliant than 
our quail. 
Our It ing-bird has n much 


larger representative en. the island, 
where are also to be found sparrows 
which are -black, with white spots on 
the wing. 
The 'black sparrows are 


fine singers and the natives catch 
•thp.in fni* cagfe (birds, selling them for 
a dollar. 
One of the inert interest- 


ing1 birds is a great cuckoa wit-h a tail 
a foot ar;l a -li'alf -long. 
It is brown 


and has a harsh, guttural note. 
Its 


"body is small, but its wings are so 
big and )ts _tail and neck so lon'g as 
to give it an 'appearance of considera- 
ble size.'.'.

consnience, voted its return t.j Ja- 
pan." 
In response to the notes of 


the minister of the United States 
communicating- the repayment of -the 
fund to Jnpan its minister'for foreign 
affairs said:

years.

1 794 it was proposed to add two ad- 
ditional stars and two stripes because 
of the admission of Vermont and 
Kentucky. 
This continued to be the 


national flag for twenty-three years 
and the battles of tlie war of 1812- 
1814 were fought under U- On April 
4. 1818, another change was made 
and \t was decided that on the admis- 
sion of n new state .one star should 
be added and that the fifteen stripes 
should b3 reduced to 
the 
original 


thirteen. The width, of the flag must 
be two-thirds of the length. 
The 


adding of the new star is to be done 
always on July 4. following the ad- 
mission of the state. 


Wear the center of the city of Mos- 


cow is situated .the Kremlin.

my 10 pfennig piece and received -a 
large, clean towel mid a bi't o'f frng- 
rai;-t yellow soap, together with a slip 
of paper 'bearing a number. 
Then I 


entered the waiting corridor and took 
my place on 
r;i long lbeuch. w-ith the 


work-men. 
The walls were of mar- 


ble, and doors of the Imtli were yel- 
low varnished wood and everything 
aftout the place was as neat and clean 
as a New England kitchen. - 


There were 'fourteen separate "bath- 


rooms. as I remember, on flic men's 
side and twa on the women's side. A 
boy with a slate kep't -an account of 
each bathroom. 
Every man wn's al- 


lowed to stay twenty 'nviuutes inside. 
Just before time was up the boy 
rapped sharply on -the door, 'and when 
he came out the towels were removed 
and the ;boy called -the number of the 
next man. 
There was no crowding. 


I was compelled to wait -a long time 
before reaching my turn,- and I had 
•an opportunity to observe my neigh- 
bors. 
They were -all heavy work- 


ingmen of the stolid German type 
not unfamiliar in. this country. Their 
work clothing wa« much poorer than 
that of the American workman. They 
sat looking befare them and saying1 


almost nothing-, not even evincing 
much interest when their numbers 
were called.

I liad once 
seen under similar circumstances and 
In-.v they had joked oiie n nether and 
laughed and discussed all saris of 
questions.

FRANK C. KEAENS, OF THE AMERICAN FOKCE, WRITES OF 


THE WAK IN THE FLOWERY' KINGDOM. 


Frank C. Kermis, -who has been 


serving as a clerk to General Hum- 
phrey with the United States forces 
in China during- the recept troubles 
thcrr, has written most entertaining- 
ly of conditions asjie found them 
in the Celestial kingdom.

ter is addressed to liis sister, Miss

there.

at Taku, but they have a splendid

The troops looted the town 


and took everything- of value, whlcli 
wasn't much, for I have not seen a 
•thing worth, Traying since they re- 
turned. 
One Englishman got 400 


Mexican dollars, and that was -about 
all that was got ton. 


Looting is perfectly ligitimate with 


all the traops excepting1 ours, and 
some of the soldiers have thousands 
of dollars in cash and. jewelry. 
I 


have seen nothing of value to buy. 
We are too late for that, ns Jews from 
the Philippines and 'Hong Kong- c.ime 
up here and bought everything they 
could. 
I have seen the 'finest silk 


and fur garments sold for $5 a gar- 
ment when' tire fur alone would be 
worth $50. 
But all those things 


have1'passed and the Jews and sol- 
diers are the only gaiuers. 
The \jnly 


thing I have bought is a silver ring 
that was looted from Pekin. 
It has 


Chinese characters and a dragon on 


and built-of solid mud, 
and hnvo 


been in place so; long that it is a 
solid mass of stone, and the foreign 
artillery did not hurt it in the least. 
Of course, they got a few hundred 
Chinese by throwing the shells over 
the wall, 
but when they tried to 


batter it down all those bigs shells 
could do would be to scoop out a hole 
about four feet in 
diameter 
and 


three or four inches deep. The part 
of the wall that the Americans took 
wns the most dilapidated of al}. 


I went to the arsenal yesterday foi 


some supplies for the general and 
while tlicrs the liexitenant took me 
all through. There are cannon there 
of every description, 
but 
mostly 


Krupp and strictly up to date; thous- 
ands of rounds of ammunition for all 
the guns nnd every bit of it the very 
latest pattern and all in first-clus-i 
condition. They have every make o£ 
rifle since the time of Moses, some of 
our old civil war rifles, Winchester 
carbines, Mausers, Kr.igs and Mann- 
leichers of the 1899 pattern.

Coming np the river was like pass- 
ng one continual town. It certainly 
s a beautiful country. 
Everything 


s under cultivation and the Chinese 
are as goad farmers KB the Japs. 
Some of tl\3 finest truck gardens I 
ever saw lined both banks of the Pei 
Ho all the way up. The houses arc 
Cll built of mud and one story, and 
re just like our adobo houses of the 
vest, but arc built so close together 
md with no street at all that it is 
ust like a great prairie-dow town 
jut on the level. They live just like 
•ats; 
ten 
people in a little room 


;hat. one American 
would have a 


lard time getting his trunk 
into. 


They wear very few clothes and all 
he children are naked. 
. I suppose that you have read of the 
ianitary conditions here now; well. 
jelleve it all and then multiply it by 
en and perhaps you will get a very 
a hit idea of 
existing 
condition*. 


Coming up the river I saw probably 
ifty corpses in all stages of decom- 
josition, 
and 
perhaps a hundred 


kelctons,dogp, horses, cattle by the 
iCore, nnd in crossing the pontoon 
iridge right In front of our ofilce 
ast evening I saw six dead Chinese 
aud one Russian, 
The streets are 


fairly clean, that is, in the European 
quarter, where we are stationed, but 
through the walled city the filth is 
simply indescribable. 
We have n 


regiment up there and it is wonder- 
ful that there is not more sickness 
than there is. Thank goodness, we 
are away from it all. I am glad that 
winter is coming on, for that will 
improve conditions ccusiderp.Dly nnd 
one will not lie so liable to sickness 
then as now. 


The European .quarter is quite, a 


pretty place; good, clean streets and 
quite a number of fine houses, nil 
built of mud "bricks and 
pressed. 


Of course, everything is topsy-turvy 
now. 
But the two houses I have 


been in I don*t like the arrangement' 
of at all; they are too roomy nnd yet 
are awfully stuffy, but probably that 
is due to the fact tlmt all the fur- 
niture is cither broken or packed into 
one room. Quite a nuniber of the 
houses show the effect of the bom- 
bardment and in the native quarter 
outside the wall is completely ruined, 
all the houses being bombarded, and 
when the troops came into the city 
they set fire to all the native houses. 
It is the same all along- the railway 
from Tong Ku here; every house in 
ruins. 
"We passed a derailed engine 


a few miles out of the city and it 
was simply riddled with bullets. 


I have been up into the walled city 


twice on business for the general and 
have seen all of Chinatown I care 
for. 
-As far as seeing anything new 


is concerned I am perfectly willing 
to move to sonic other country, and. 
judging from what I can learn, that 
is, if .foreign complications do, not 
arise, we will "be out of-here for Mn- 
nila inside of the next three months, 
but, of course,"that is too far off n 
be able to tell anything definitely. 


I passed the battle ground of Tien- 


Tsin and could see just where the 
Americans were located, and really 
it was nothing but Providence that 
ever let one single American out of 
that mud hole. If the Chinese had 
only known it they bad the allied 
foi'ces whipped to a standstill, "but 
they became seared and scooted. The 
Ninth infantry had mud flats to 
cross almost right up to the wall, and 
as everything was right out in the 
open, the Chinese could easily have 
annihilated.'them: nnd never Ipat.n 
num. .Thusc 'walls:)'ar.e:<.lMrty: jfeot 
Jiigu..aad.:ft:o!U. tea .'La fifty-feet .icicle 


this battle certainly beats any- 


thing that modern troops ever had to 
fight against. 
It is pure Chinese. 


It is supposed to be a rifle, about nini 
feet long, weighs a hundred pouuus 
nnd t.Tkes three ijien to fire it, two 
to hold the barrel and one to pull th: 
trigger. They evidently counted on 
losing three men out of ten of tho 
ones that pulled the trigger 
and 


they must have-figured 
correctly. 


The thing threw a ball about the size 
of our grapeshot. When they used 
them here the Chinese mounted them 
on rickishaws and our boys thought 
they were light artillery. Guess they 
did as much execution among the 
Chinese as they did among our boys. 


Colonel Liscum, of the Ninth, who 


was killed here, is -buried at Tong: 
Ku r.-.id a more desolate grave you 
could hardly imagine, right out on 
the mud flats; with n small hoard 
at the bead telling who it is. Of 
course, as soon ns the cold weather 
comes on the body will be removed 
to the states.

It is an interesting1 sight to walk 


down tho' streets here. 
One meets 


troops of every nation, nnd the neat- 
est, cleanest, best drilled and best 
behaved of all are the little Japs. 
The whole outfit are of a uniform 
l^e cud wear their v/hite uniform, 


r.nd it's kept white, too. Their caps 
nre white, with r, yellow band, and 
they make as soldierly appearance 
as any on the ground. 
Although, 


for your out and- out soldier, well 
drilled, well kept -and comparatively 
clean, with an individuality which 
soldiers of a monarchy do not possess, 
that carry themselves as if they own- 
ed half tho earth nnd nre ready to 
disputa that fact with you, too, if 
you wish, then go down to the Amer- 
ican camp nnd there you have him. 
The soldiers of the other nations are 
simply one smnll pnrt nf a huge ma- 
chine and they have had that idea 
drilled into them for so many years 
that they have lost nil individuality 
and are nothing but mere machines, 
They carry themselves with a sort of 
apologetic louk on their face for be- 
ing on earth I guess. 
Our 
boys 


know their duty, and also when they 
get into tight places know how to 
act foi themselves, while the others, 
if their ofilcers arc gone, fly all to 
pieces. 


The Jdps have the respect of every 


soldier on the ground. They, nre all 
such well built little fellows and have 
done such good hard fighting1 here 
that one must respect them. 
They 


have borne the brunt of every Jinrd 
battle fought here, and in the end 
I suppose they will get r.oout 
as 


much country as when they whipped 
China alone. 
Another thing, they 


are the best and most completely 
equipped army in the field. Every- 
thing that our army is supposed to 
have the Japs do have, and when 
one thinks of their wonderful mobile 
power and the fact that 
they can 


carry a week's rations right on their 
backs, besides their other equipment, 
they make about as formidable nn 
enemy as one wishes for. 


A Welsh soldier who had 
been 


through the whole trouble told me 
last night that wlien the advance 
was but just started from Tong Ku 
the Japs were-held in reserve, two 
regiments of them, and they were 
not needed until the main body had 
gone about 6ftcen miles, when they 
were signaled to come up in a hurry. 
They passed the Welsh regiment on 
the double nnd kept up the pace for 
the whole fifteen miles, 
and then 


went into action nnd fought 
the 


hardest part of that day's battle. The 
Welshman said that when.they pass- 
ed his regiment they did not make 
the least bit of noise, except'the oc- 
casional clank of a sabre, and every- 
one of them wns going along on tip- 
toe at a pace that a. European regi- 
ment could not have kept up 
for 


three miles, let alone fifteen. 


In the battle of Yang Tsun, up the 


river a bit, our Sixth cavalry started 
out on a six mile ride to action, and 
while the Japs were distanced the 
first four miles, they finally caught 
up and went into action-"before our 
cavalry was ready. They arc always 
happy and when they 
sight
